Fails to Use His Para- 
chute 


DETROIT. Mich., Oct. 21.—-Lt, Ed- 
ward C. Snell, Michigan national 
guard officer who a few weeks ago 
leaped from an upper deck of the 
Leviathan in New York harbor, at the 
dare of a girl, plunged 1900 feet to 
his death in an aeroplane here Sat- 
urday when he failed to use a para- 
chute strapped to his back 

A fellow officer, Major 
Evans, pilot escaped death by 
ing from the falling plane 

The accident occurred in the out- 
kirts of Detroit. According to Major 
Evans they were flying at an altitude 
of 1,900 feet when the right wing of 
the plane suddeniy collapsed. As the 
plane started to fall Major Evans 
shouted to Snell to jump, and him- 
self prepared to leap. Both had par- 
achutes 

Snell apparently excited and

Snell's body was found in the 
wreckage of the plane.
